The  Jazz  Legacy  Band  was  founded  by  its  director,  Dr.  Steve  Call,  in  1980.  It 
has  performed  at  events  and  venues  throughout  North  America,  including  the 
Kennedy  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts  in  Washington,  D.C. 

Pops’  All- Stars  specializes  in  the  style  of  Louis  Armstrong  and  His  All- Stars, 
a  band  that  Armstrong  led  throughout  the  1950s  and  1960s.  He  paired  a  New 
Orleans-style  front  line  of  clarinet,  trumpet,  and  trombone  with  a  swing  era 
rhythm  section  of  piano,  bass,  and  drums.  They  played  everything  from  spiritu¬ 
als  to  current  show  tunes  and  bumped  the  Beades  off  the  top  of  the  charts  with 
Hello,  Dolly!  in  1965. 

The  Mississippi  Mood  Orchestra  began  as  a  group  of  senior  LDS  missionaries  in 
Nauvoo  playing  nighdy  on  the  Mississippi  Waterfront  Following  missionary  ser¬ 
vice,  the  band  reorganized  and  now  performs  regularly  around  Northern  Utah.

Andrew  Norman — Composer  Note 

In  October  2006 1  visited  the  ancient  church  of  Santa  Sabina  on  Rome  s  Aventine 
Hill.  I  entered  very  early  in  the  morning,  while  it  was  still  dark,  and  as  I  listened  to  the 
morning  mass  I  watched  the  sunrise  from  within  the  church.  The  light  in  Santa  Sabina 
is  breathtaking;  the  large  clerestory  windows  are  not  made  of  glass  but  of  translucent 
stone,  and  when  light  shines  through  these  intricately  patterned  windows,  luminous 
designs  appear  all  over  the  church’s  marble  and  mosaic  surfaces.  As  I  watched  the  light 
grow  and  change  that  morning,  I  was  struck  by  both  its  enveloping,  golden  warmth  and 
the  delicacy  and  complexity  of  its  effects.  I  sketched  the  material  for  this  piece  soon 
after  that  unforgettable  experience.

Camille  Saint-Saens  wrote  four  symphonic  poems.  Danse  macabre — the  third 
and  best  known — emerged  in  both  an  orchestral  and  a  two-piano  version  in 
1874.  This  eerie  waltz  was  inspired  by  a  poem  of  Henri  Cazalis,  a  poem  that  is 
based  on  an  ancient  myth  about  the  revels  of  ghosts  on  the  night  of  All  Souls’ 
Day.  The  myth  says  that  in  a  graveyard  at  midnight,  Death  begins  the  nocturnal 
goings-on  by  striking  a  tombstone  with  his  heel  twelve  times.  The  witching 
hour  having  sounded,  the  call  to  the  dance  is  given  by  the  shrill  notes  of  Death, 
who  plays  a  fiddle  with  its  highest  string  tuned  a  half  step  flat.  This  summons 
brings  forth  the  dead  for  a  spectral  waltz.  Brisk,  jerky  rhythms  set  the  pace  for 
the  skeletons’  rigid  and  mechanical  dancing.  A  second,  more  lyrical  theme 
emerges  and  eventually  joins  hands  with  the  main  theme.  A  faint  hint  is  heard 
of  the  Dies  irae  theme  from  the  requiem  mass  for  the  dead.  As  the  two  main 
themes  merge,  the  pace  quickens  feverishly  and  the  frenzied  dancing  reaches 
its  height.  Suddenly  a  cock’s  crow  is  heard,  heralding  the  arrival  of  dawn.  This 
signal  breaks  the  spell,  and  the  dancers  scatter  back  to  their  abodes  as  the  van¬ 
ishing  strains  of  Death’s  tune  are  heard. 

George  Gershwin  scored  his  “I  Got  Rhythm”  Variations,  like  its  well-known 
predecessor  Rhapsody  in  Blue,  for  solo  piano  with  an  expanded  jazz  band.  Pre¬ 
miered  in  Boston  on  January  14, 1934,  with  the  composer  at  the  piano,  it  was 
immediately  taken  on  tour  as  far  west  as  Iowa,  ending  in  Brooklyn  after  27  per¬ 
formances  in  28  days.  This  exquisitely  simple  tune  is  based  on  four  notes  up¬ 
ward  (C-D-F-G),  downward,  and  up  again,  then  punctuated  by  a  final  flourish. 
Its  straightforward  melodic  rhythm  winds  up  sounding  syncopated  above  the 
steady  bass.  Gershwin’s  penchant  for  playing  his  own  music  and  improvising 
variations  upon  it  is  well  documented.  The  variations  include  a  “valse  triste,” 
a  Chinese  variation  complete  with  gong,  and  a  slow  blues  Latin  variation  over 
the  passacaglia  theme,  culminating  in  a  “le  jazz  hot”  version.  This  scintillating 
work  is  dedicated  to  Gershwin’s  beloved  brother  and  lyricist-collaborator,  Ira. 

Maurice  Ravel  was  born  in  the  French  Pyrenees,  only  a  few  miles  from  the 
Spanish  border.  He  often  crossed  this  geographical  boundary  in  his  music, 
embracing  his  mother’s  Basque  heritage.  “Bolero”  was  originally  conceived  in 
a  month  in  1928  as  a  sensuous  gypsy  ballet  but  the  following  year  gained  fame 
as  an  independent  concert  piece.  A  bolero  is  a  slow  Spanish  dance  in  moder¬ 
ate  triple  meter,  often  accompanied  by  castanets  and  a  guitar.  Ravel  alternates 
two  insistent,  hypnotic  dance  tunes  18  times,  rising  relentlessly  to  an  ecstatic, 
shattering  climax.  The  rhythm  is  incessant  and  riveting,  and  Ravel  creates  one 
of  the  most  sensational  uses  of  crescendo  in  history. 


Pyotr  ll'yich  Tchaikovsky’s  last  ballet,  The  Nutcracker  (1891-92),  is  a  Christ¬ 
mas  season  staple  that  has  become  the  most  frequently  performed  ballet  in 
the  literature.  Although  each  movement  is  touched  with  genius,  ultimately  it 
is  the  sway  of  the  waltz  that  best  suits  Tchaikovsky’s  prodigious  gift  as  a  ballet 
composer.  Opening  with  a  glorious  harp  cadenza,  the  miraculous  “Waltz  of  the 
Flowers”  brims  with  delicacy,  grace,  and  elegance. 

Aaron  Copland  enjoyed  enormous  success  as  the  American  composer  of  ballet 
scores.  Rodeo  was  written  at  the  suggestion  of  Agnes  de  Mille,  who  choreo¬ 
graphed  the  “cowboy  ballet”  and  danced  the  leading  role  at  its  stunningly 
successful  1942  premiere.  The  ballet,  subtitled  “The  Courting  at  Burnt  Ranch,” 
is  a  light  and  humorous  love  story.  It  tells  the  story  of  a  young  cowgirl  who 
desperately  tries  to  get  herself  a  man.  When  her  efforts  to  impress  the  head 
cowhand  by  her  ridin’  and  ropin’  skills  fail,  she  finally  wins  him  over  when  she 
shows  up  at  the  Saturday  night  ranch  house  hoedown  in  a  lovely  red  dress.  De 
Mille  referred  to  her  story  as  “T he  Taming  of  the  Shrew . . .  cowboy  style.” 

Greg  Anderson  presents  waltzes  from  three  generations  in  this  brilliant  tran¬ 
scription.  Disney  film  scores  are  beloved  by  people  of  all  ages  from  many  na¬ 
tions.  “Chim  Chim  Cheree”  won  an  Academy  Award  for  the  best  original  song 
of  1964  (and  Mary  Poppins  won  for  best  original  score).  “Someday  My  Prince 
Will  Come”  (from  the  1937  animated  movie,  Snow  White  and  the  Seven  Dwarfs ) 
is  recognized  at  number  19  in  the  American  Film  Institutes  greatest  songs  in 
movie  history.  “Gaston”  is  the  swaggering  villain  in  the  animated  film,  Beauty 
and  the  Beast  (winner  of  the  1991  Academy  Award  for  best  original  score).

Program  Notes 

Noble  Men 

Henry  Fillmore  was  one  of  the  most  colorful  and  beloved  band  leaders  of  this  century. 
He  enjoyed  his  early  career  as  a  circus  musician,  traveling  with  the  big  top,  playing  in 
the  band,  and  experimenting  as  a  performer  in  different  acts,  including  an  act  replacing 
an  injured  tight  rope  walker;  helping  with  the  lion  and  tiger  act;  and  being  a  substitute 
clown.  He  loved  the  people  and  he  loved  show  business.  In  1919  he  became  a  Shriner 
(a  member  of  the  Shrine  Lodge)  and  the  leader  of  the  Syrian  Temple  band  (Shriners) 
in  1921.  This  band  became  one  of  the  best  known  and  most  successful  of  all  Shrine 
bands  and  performed  at  many  of  their  national  conventions.  In  1922  the  band  per¬ 
formed  “Noble  Men”  at  the  National  Shriners  Convention  in  San  Francisco,  which  was 
written  by  Fillmore  for  this  occasion. 


Over  Great  Waves  and  Far  Away:  A  Celebration  for  Band 

This  piece  was  commissioned  to  celebrate  the  Hokkaido  District  Band  Association’s 
60th  anniversary  in  2012.  The  composer  Yo  Goto  writes,  “I  always  compose  music  that 
would  link  hearts  between  performers  and  audience  and  cherish  each  others  lives.  I 
did  not  intend  to  ‘decorate’  the  piece  I  often  hear  nowadays  in  band  music,  but  I  wanted 
the  song  to  sing  itself  that  would  blossom  people’s  heart.”  The  translation  is  a  bit  rough, 
however  it  is  clear  that  the  composer  felt  this  composition  came  straight  from  his 
heart  and  he  didn’t  feel  the  need  to  add  an  overabundance  of  notes  just  to  impress  the 
listener. 

“X”  by  Daniel  Montoya 

“X”  is  an  essay  in  abstraction;  though  most  of  Mr.  Montoya’s  works  have  some  sort  of 
programmatic  influence,  this  particular  piece  carries  no  story  or  overarching  imagery. 

It  is,  from  a  fundamental  perspective,  absolute  music,  as  opposed  to  the  dramatic  I'idee 
fixe  of  Hector  Berlioz’s  Symphonie  fantastique. 

Daniel  Montoya  writes,  “At  some  point  I  realized  that  I  just  wanted  to  write  a  cool 
piece.  A  piece  of  music  that  people  hopefully  would  enjoy  without  having  a  pre-con- 
ceived  idea  of  what  it’s  supposed  to  be  ‘about.’” 

A  secondary  game  plays  out  in  the  course  of  “X.”  Freely  exploring  the  notion  of  the 
influence  of  others’  music  on  his  own,  Mr.  Montoya  summons  forth  the  voices  of  nine 
other  composers  besides  himself  (totaling  ten,  numerically  represented  by  the  Roman 
“X”)  with  hidden  references  woven  into  the  tapestry  of  sound.  The  identities  of  these 
nine  (in  a  literary  twist)  are  left  to  the  listener  to  discover — some  are  more  obvious 
than  others. 

Amor  de  mi  Alma  (You  Are  the  Love  of  My  Soul) 

Dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Masaki  Suzuki,  father  of  Takayoshi  “Tad”  Suzuki,  musical 
director  and  principal  conductor  of  the  TAD  Wind  Symphony  (Japan). 


Sunrise  at  Angels  Gate 

Commissioned  by  Colonel  Finley  Hamilton,  conductor  of  the  United  States  Army 
Field  Band,  it  was  first  performed  by  them  in  2001. 

“In  October  1999, 1  was  privileged  to  be  invited  to  Flagstaff,  Arizona,  to  take  part  in  the 
centenary  celebrations  of  Northern  Arizona  University.  The  university  is  two  hours’ 
drive  from  the  Grand  Canyon,  so  a  visit  was  compulsory!  Its  really  not  possible  to 
describe  this  amazing  natural  phenomenon — it’s  just  too  big.  You  can’t  even  photo¬ 
graph  it  effectively  but  it  undoubtedly  leaves  a  lasting  impression  on  anyone  who  visits 
it.  Sunrise  and  sunset  are  the  best  times  to  view  the  canyon,  as  a  sun  low  in  the  sky 
casts  shadows  that  give  depth  and  form  to  the  vast  panorama.  Angel’s  Gate  is  one  of 
the  many  named  rock  formations  on  the  northern  side  of  the  canyon  and  in  this  piece  I 
have  tried  to  depict  the  sights  and  sounds  of  dawn  there,  birdsong  in  the  early  morning 
sky  and  the  gradual  revelation  of  the  canyon  itself  as  sunlight  reaches  into  its  rocky 
depths.  The  faster  central  section  depicts  the  arrival  of  the  tourist  buses,  which  run  back 
and  forth  along  the  Southern  Rim ,  and  towards  the  end  of  the  piece,  to  the  sound  of 
a  tolling  bell,  we  are  reminded  of  the  dangers  that  the  beauty  of  the  Grand  Canyon  so 
cleverly  hides.”

Song  of  the  Earth 

Takahashi  was  born  in  1979.  He  studied  general  music  with  Kiyoshi  Yumoto  while  a 
student  at  Kita-Tama  High  School.  His  compositions  received  awards  in  the  Zoorasian 
Brass  Arranging  Contest,  the  Sakura  Island  Image  Song  Contest,  and  a  special  prize 
from  the  Tottori  Folk  Song  Arranging  Contest.  A  work  has  also  been  selected  as  a 
required  piece  for  the  All  Japan  Band  Competition. 


Gloriosa :  Symphonic  Poem  for  Band 

This  piece  was  commissioned  in  1989  and  premiered  in  1990  by  the  Sasebo  Band  of 
the  Maritime  Self-defense  Force  of  Kyushu,  Southern  Japan.  Gloriosa  is  inspired  by  the 
songs  of  the  Kakure-Kirishitan  (Crypto-Christians)  of  Kyushu  who  continued  to  prac¬ 
tice  their  faith  after  the  ban  of  Christianity,  which  had  been  introduced  to  that  southern 
region  in  the  mid- 16th  Century  by  the  Roman  Catholic  missionary  Francisco  Xavier. 

“Nagasaki  district  in  Kyushu  region  continued  to  accept  foreign  culture  even  during 
the  seclusion  period,  as  Japan’s  only  window  to  the  outer  world.  After  the  proscription 
of  Christianity,  the  faith  was  preserved  and  handed  down  in  secret  in  the  Nagasaki  and 
Shimabara  areas  of  Kyushu  region.  My  interest  was  piqued  by  the  way  in  which  the 
Latin  words  of  Gregorian  chants  were  gradually  “Japanized”  during  the  200  years  of 
hidden  practice  of  the  Christian  faith.  That  music  forms  the  basis  of  Gloriosa .”

Wind  Quintet^  op.  67,  no.  2  by  Franz  Danzi 

This  charming  quintet  features  the  traditional  four-movement  structure  common 
in  the  Classical  Era  ( 1750-1830).  The  first  movement  is  in  sonata  form,  as  is  the 
second  movement.  The  third  movement  features  minuet  form,  and  the  fourth  is 
in  sonata  form,  but  oddly  without  a  development  section. 


Chameleon  (Wind  Quintet  No.  12,  op.  1 1 1)  by  Michael  Kibbe 

The  title  refers  to  the  fact  that  a  few  basic  musical  materials  constantly  change 
their  appearance,  chameleon-like,  as  the  work  progresses.  Of  particular  note  is  a 
solo  passage  for  the  oboe  near  the  middle  of  the  piece.

La  Comparsa  by  Ernesto  Lecuona 

The  composer  had  a  farm  outside  Havana,  Cuba,  called  La  Comparsa.  This  short 
but  crowd-pleasing  piece  is  a  musical  interpretation  of  life  at  his  farm,  where  he 
entertained  many  influential  guests — from  movie  stars  to  political  leaders. 


Homage  to  Bartok  by  Katherine  Hoover 

Of  the  many  marvelous  aspects  of  Bela  Bartok's  composition,  two  in  particular 
have  influenced  this  piece.  In  the  first  movement  I  have  used  structural  tech¬ 
niques  and  short,  angular  themes  typical  of  the  string  quartets,  but  seldom,  if 
ever,  applied  to  winds.  A  folk  element  in  evident  in  the  rhythms  and  patterns  of 
the  last  movement.  The  second  movement,  an  arioso  in  free  time,  is  not  con¬ 
sciously  tied  to  Bartok.  It  begins  with  a  long  oboe  solo  which  overlaps  the  end  of 
the  preceding  movement.

Proficient  on  clarinet,  saxophone, 
flute,  and  piccolo,  he  joined  the  musicians  union  at 
eighteen  and  quickly  became  a  working  show  musician 
playing  most  of  the  shows  traveling  through  Utah  and 
was  a  staff  musician  at  the  Valley  Music  Hall.  Jerry  has 
performed  behind  hundreds  of  the  greatest  show  and 
jazz  musicians  in  the  world. 


In  2000,  he  received  The  Voice  of  Jazz  award  presented  to  him  by  KUER  for 
outstanding  work  in  the  field  of  jazz.  He  is  also  a  founder  of  Jazz  Arts  of  the 
MountainWest,  a  nonprofit  organization  dedicated  to  the  performance  of  jazz 
and  to  music  education.  In  2008,  then-Governor  Jon  Huntsman,  awarded  Jerry 
the  Governor’s  Mansion  Award  for  his  music  achievements. 


Jerry  has  performed  often  with  the  Utah  Symphony,  playing  the  principal 
saxophone  chair.  As  the  clarinetist  with  The  Great  Basin  Street  Band,  he  has 
performed  at  numerous  jazz  festivals  in  the  United  States  and  Europe.  With 
his  big  band  he  has  backed  many  jazz  greats  to  include  Ella  Fitzgerald,  Louis 
Armstrong,  Clark  Terry,  Nancy  Wilson,  Phil  Woods,  Louie  Bellson,  Jack  Jones, 
Bill  Watrous,  Eddie  Daniels,  and  countless  others. 

Among  the  numerous  entertainers  Jerry  has  performed  with  are  Elvis  Presley, 
Johnny  Mathis,  Natilie  Cole,  Rich  Little,  Doc  Severinsen,  Maureen  McGovern, 
Tom  Jones,  Bob  Hope,  and  numerous  others. 

In  2001,  Jerry  co-founded  The  Salt  Lake  City  International  Jazz  Festival  with 
Salt  Lake  City  Mayor  Rocky  Anderson.  The  Festival  finished  its  fourteenth 
year  in  2014  and  has  become  one  of  the  great  events  in  Salt  Lake  City.  He  is  the 
festival  director  and  his  company,  Four  Floors  Productions,  directs  the  event 
for  Jazz  Arts  of  the  MountainWest.

The  45  chapters  of  BYU's  Young 

Ambassadors  circling  the  globe  since 
1970  are  filled  with  stories  of  amazingly 
talented  and  loving  young  men  and  women  who 
have  left  behind  a  positive  impression  of  America, 
Brigham  Young  University,  the  Church  and  th*ir 
families  wherever  they  have  traveled.  Their  first 
appearance  in  the  international  spotlight  was 
at  Expo  70  in  Osaka,  Japan,  where  these  first 
performances  took  place  on  a  giant  stage  at  the 
Expo  site  with  80  feet  of  water  between  the  stage 
and  the  audience  of  thousands.  Dancing  waters 
filled  the  space  between  shows  and  sometimes 
between  songs.  There  was  a  little  island  for  the 
band,  which  floated  around  the  water  in  front  of 
the  main  stage.  Following  their  weeks  in  Osaka, 
the  original  Young  Ambassador  Company  toured 
the  Pacific  Command  for  the  Department  of 
Defense  and  USO.

As  the  70s  progressed,  the  Young 
Ambassadors  toured  to  Central  and  South 
America,  Europe,  Canada  and  across  the 
United  States.  Later  in  the  70s,  the  company 
took  flagship  tours  to  the  former  Soviet  Union 
where  they  were  broadcast  on  Soviet  Central 
Television  across  thirteen  time  zones.  In  1979, 
the  Young  Ambassadors  made  their  first  visit 
to  the  People's  Republic  of  China,

South  Africa, 
Swaziland  and  Botswana  were  exciting  stops  on  their  southern 
African  tour.  National  tours  became  increasingly  popular  with 
appearances  in  thirty  of  the  fifty  states.  Morocco,  Tunisia,  Spain, 
Portugal  were  new  stops  on  tour  and  summers  were  filled  with 
performances  at  Berlin's  German-American  Folksfest,  at  Promised 
Valley  Playhouse  with  Let  Freedom  Ring,  Tapestry  and  Michael 
McLean's  Celebrating  the  Light.

The  80s  were  busy  years  with  the  Young  Ambassadors 
returning  to  China  in  1980, 1983  and  1986.  They  performed 
for  weeks  at  the  World's  Fair  in  Knoxville,  Tennessee  in  1982 
and  in  New  Orleans  in  1984.  The  80s  also  found  the  group  in 
Australia,  Tahiti,  New  Zealand,  Romania,  Yugoslavia,  Egypt, 
Greece,  Scandinavia,  the  Philippines,  Thailand,  Singapore, 
Malaysia,  all  over  Europe,  Great  Britain,  the  Caribbean  and  India 
with  opportunities  to  perform  for  former  Prime  Minister,  Indira 
Gandhi,  and  Mother  Teresa.  King  Hussein  of  Jordan  and  his  wife, 
Queen  Noor,  invited  the  group  to  perform  at  their  prestigious 
Jerash  festival  in  1985.

As  we  approach 
50  years  on  the  road  in  2020,  scheduled  tours 
include  South  Africa  and  Zimbabwe  in  2016, 
Brazil  in  2017  and  who  knows  where  in  2018- 
2020?  Wherever  the  Young  Ambassadors 
travel,  with  music  and  dance  as  their  medium 
of  expression,  friendship  is  their  message.

The  Folk  Music  Ensembles  have  been  a  part  of  BYU  s  campus  for  more  than 
50  years.  Before  the  ensembles  were  officially  established  as  classes  under  the 
School  of  Music,  they  functioned  under  the  umbrella  of  the  International  Folk 
Dance  program.  Folk  music  was  first  introduced  into  the  folk  dance  program  in 
the  early  1960s.  It  continued  that  way  until  1980  when  classes  were  established 
and  a  director  was  hired. 

Mountain  Strings  has  performed  in  so  many  countries  that  it  would  take  too 
much  space  on  this  page  to  list.  The  ensemble  has  participated  in  Olympic 
Opening  Ceremonies;  performed  before  presidents  and  prime  ministers;  and 
has  visited  most  of  the  world  s  great  cities  and  iconic  places.  In  the  summer  of 
2014  the  band  performed  in  Geneva,  Switzerland,  as  part  of  the  United  Nations 
4th  of  July  celebration.  From  there,  the  ensemble  went  on  to  perform  in  France 
and  Belgium.  In  the  summer  of  2015  Mountain  Strings  will  travel  with  the 
International  Folk  Dance  Ensemble  to  Spain,  France,  and  Croatia  to  perform  at 
international  folk  dance  and  music  festivals.

Sidney  A.  King,  double  bass 

Sidney  A.  Kings  multi-faceted  career  as  a  double  bassist;  composer,  and 
arranger  spans  over  three  decades.  His  extensive  experience  as  an  orchestral 
performer  includes  appearances  with  some  of  the  most  prestigious  ensembles 
in  the  country.  Since  1992,  he  has  performed  at  the  orchestra  of  the  Grand 
Teton  Music  Festival,  often  serving  in  titled  positions.  He  has  served  as  prin¬ 
cipal  bassist  with  the  Houston  Grand  Opera,  Texas  Opera  Theater,  Sunflower 
Music  Festival,  and  Des  Moines  Metro  Opera,  and  has  performed  with  the 
symphonies  of  the  Detroit,  Cincinnati,  Houston,  Pittsburgh,  Indianapolis,  and 
Nashville,  as  well  as  as  the  Louisiana  Philharmonic  and  the  St.  Paul  Chamber 
Orchestra.  He  held  the  position  of  assistant  principal  bassist  of  the  Louisville 
Orchestra  from  1984  to  2006. 

As  a  composer,  Mr.  King  has  received  commissions  from  such  diverse  organi¬ 
zations  such  as  the  Freudig  Singers  of  Western  New  York,  the  American  Harp 
Society  and  the  Bunbury  Theatre  of  Louisville.  His  compositions  have  been 
performed  by  artists  and  ensembles  throughout  the  country.  2012-13  season 
premieres  included  “Duende  al  Rojo”  for  solo  double  bass  and  string  orches¬ 
tra  commissioned  by  the  Youth  Performing  Arts  High  School  of  Louisville, 

Es  ist  ein  ros  ensprugen  commissioned  by  the  Freudig  Singers  of  Western  New 
York,  Hazelhurst  Suite  for  solo  double  bass,  and  “Tangos  de  los  Angeles”  for 
double  bass  and  harp.  Commissioned  by  the  Sewanee  Summer  Music  Festi¬ 
val,  Entre  Dos  Luces  for  solo  double  bass  and  orchestra,  was  premiered  in  July 
2013.  As  performer,  composer  and  arranger  with  the  nationally  prominent 
flamenco  ensemble  Al  Sur,  Mr.  King  has  appeared  on  stages,  in  theatres,  and  on 
broadcasts  throughout  the  country,  and  has  been  been  featured  as  soloist  with 
orchestras  such  as  the  San  Diego  Symphony  and  the  Louisville  Orchestra.  Mr. 
King  s  compositions  are  published  by  St.  James  Music  Press  and  Really  Good 
Music. 

A  gifted  teacher,  Mr.  King  serves  as  professor  of  double  bass  and  music  educa¬ 
tion  at  the  University  of  Louisville  School  of  Music.  He  has  served  on  the 
faculty  of  the  Sewanee  Summer  Music  Festival  since  2006.  In  201 1  and  2015, 
he  was  named  Teacher  of  the  Year  by  the  Kentucky  chapter  of  the  American 
String  Teachers  Association. 

Mr.  King  is  an  expert  sports  fisherman  whose  fly  designs  have  been  marketed 
nationwide. 


Evelyn  Loehrlein ,  flute 

Evelyn  Loehrlein  has  enjoyed  a  diverse  career  as  a  performer  and  arts  admin¬ 
istrator.  As  principal  flutist  of  the  Huntsville  (Alabama)  Symphony  Orchestra 
since  1988,  she  has  made  numerous  solo  appearances,  including  Ellen  Taafe 
Zwilichs  Concerto  for  Flute  and  Orchestra,  Howard  Hansons  “Serenade,” 
Charles  Griffes  s  “Poem”  and  Mozart  s  Concerto  for  Flute  and  Harp.  In  2007, 
she  premiered  a  flute  concerto  written  for  her  by  Christopher  Weiss  to  com¬ 
memorate  the  thirtieth  anniversary  of  her  first  HSO  performance. 

A  versatile  musician,  Ms.  Loehrlein  performed  with  Orchestra  Nashville  on 
tour  with  Amy  Grant  and  Vince  Gill,  and  at  the  Bonnaroo  Festival  with  Trey 
Anastasio  of  Phish.  Recent  performances  include  a  concert  in  the  inaugural 
“Fortissimo  Fest”  in  Sophia,  Bulgaria,  and  David  Maslankas  epic  “O  Earth,  O 
Stars”  for  solo  flute  and  cello  with  the  Huntsville  Chamber  Winds. 

From  1990  to  2012,  Ms.  Loehrlein  held  a  variety  of  leadership  administrative 
positions  with  the  Huntsville  Symphony  Orchestra  and  currently  serves  as 
director  of  operations  of  the  Sewanee  Summer  Music  Festival  in  Tennessee. 
She  is  a  trustee  of  the  Louisville  Youth  Orchestra,  and  an  active  hospice  patient 
care  volunteer  with  Hosparus  of  Louisville.  Ms.  Loehrlein  is  married  to  double 
bassist  and  composer  Sidney  King.

Program  Notes  by  Kory  Katseanes 

Overture  to  Benvenuto  Cellini 

Tonights  concert  opens  with  two  pieces  written  by  young  composers.  Berlioz 
made  his  first  attempt  at  writing  an  opera  at  the  age  of  thirty.  He  had  previously 
struck  gold  with  his  semi-autobiographical  Symphoniefantastique,  itself  a  miracle 
of  execution  for  a  twenty-two -year- old.  Now,  a  mere  eight  years  later,  he  wanted 
to  try  his  hand  at  opera.  The  two-act  opera  is  about  a  real  Florentine  sculptor 
named  Benvenuto  Cellini.  The  opera  sputtered  in  its  premiere,  completely 
floundered  in  subsequent  productions,  and  simply  fell  into  obscurity.  Some  late 
attempts  have  been  made  to  revive  it — the  Met  premiere  was  not  until  2003 — 
but  it  seems  clear  it  is  going  nowhere. 

Nevertheless,  some  of  the  music  survives  and  even  thrives  in  two  concert 
overtures  Berlioz  devised  from  extracts  taken  from  the  opera.  The  Overture  to 
Benvenuto  Cellini  and  the  equally  regarded  Roman  Carnival  Overture  are  now 
both  happily  ensconced  in  the  standard  orchestral  repertoire,  and  for  all  the 
right  reasons.  These  are  brilliant  showcases  for  the  orchestra.  Berlioz  wrote  a 
book  on  orchestration,  one  of  the  first  and  still  one  of  the  most  important.  He 
simply  knew  how  to  make  the  orchestra  sound  good.  Perhaps  most  notable 
is  his  use  of  brass  and  percussion.  The  conclusion  of  this  overture,  with  three 
tympanists  thundering  in  unison  while  the  rest  of  the  orchestra  is  split  into  two 
big  competing  themes,  is  a  feat  of  symphonic  juggling  few  composers  can  match. 
It  is  a  marvelous  example  of  taking  a  lemon  and  making  lemonade. 


Don  Juan 

All  too  easily  we  lose  track  of  the  historical  context  for  pieces  of  music  that  have 
become  well  known  over  the  years.  Classics  are  timeless,  so  it  sets  one  back  a  bit 
to  contemplate  that  Don  Juan,  that  venerable  war  horse  of  orchestral  virtuosity, 
was  written  by  a  twenty-four-year-old. 

The  legend  of  Don  Juan  was  already  a  classic  when  Strauss  determined  to  write 
a  version  himself.  The  first  version  dates  back  to  the  14th  century,  and  since 
then  many  authors  and  composers  had  created  versions  of  the  incorrigible 
womanizer,  including  Mozart’s  Don  Giovanni.  Two  years  before  Strauss  wrote  his 
version,  he  and  his  mentor,  the  great  conductor  Hans  von  Bulow,  attended  a  play 
called  Don  Juan's  Demise,  which  described  Don  as  simply  an  incurable  romantic 
who  was  seeking  the  ultimate  companion  and,  when  realizing  his  failure  to  do  so, 
in  despair  allowed  himself  to  be  killed  in  a  duel  with  the  enraged  father  of  one  of 
his  conquests.  In  the  intervening  years  before  his  own  Don  Juan  was  published, 
he  met  and  fell  in  love  with  the  woman  of  his  dreams,  the  soprano  Pauline  de 
Ahna,  whom  he  eventually  married  and  with  whom  he  lived  blissfully  for  the  rest 
of  his  life.  Clearly,  he  was  quite  the  opposite  of  Don  Juan,  but  the  beautiful  and 
tender  love  themes  he  crafted  for  this  tone  poem  were  most  certainly  connected 
to  his  real-life  experience  of  feeling  that  he  had  found  the  perfect  woman. 


Like  the  dashing  and  daring  Don  Juan,  Strauss’s  first  tone  poem  literally 
leaps  onto  the  stage  with  the  most  athletic  opening  gesture  in  all  of  classical 
music.  So  demanding  is  this  music  that  it  has  become  standard  fare  for  every 
string  audition  for  every  major  orchestra.  Affairs  and  flirtations  are  hinted  at 
throughout,  but  clearly  the  woman  Don  seeks  most  is  depicted  in  the  beautiful 
middle  section,  represented  by  the  oboe,  and  is  one  of  the  most  endearing 
melodies  in  music.  Strauss’s  use  of  french  horns  to  characterize  the  boldness  and 
the  confidence  of  Don  Juan  became  a  trademark  sound  for  him,  and  in  his  final 
tone  poem,  Ein  Heldenleben,  he  quoted  this  first  use  as  one  of  the  examples  of  the 
“hero’s  works  of  peace.” 

For  all  the  confidence  and  flash  of  the  opening  that  captured  Don  Juan’s  hubris, 
this  tone  poem  ends  with  Don’s  failure  and  death.  But  again,  Strauss  was  quite 
the  opposite  of  his  Don  Juan,  for  this  first  foray  into  the  genre  of  tone  poems 
was  so  well  received  that  it  catapulted  Strauss  into  a  career  beyond  his  wildest 
dreams.  In  one  fell  swoop,  he  became  one  of  the  most  sought-after  composers 
and  conductors  of  his  generation.  For  the  next  sixty  years,  the  hits  just  kept 
coming.  What  a  beginning  for  a  twenty-four-year-old. 


Dvorak  Cello  Concerto 

Near  the  conclusion  of  his  tenure  as  president  of  the  National  Music 
Conservatory,  the  premiere  of  Dvorak’s  last  symphony,  the  “Symphony  from  the 
New  World,”  took  place  in  New  York.  The  principal  cellist  of  the  orchestra  was 
the  well-known  composer  Victor  Herbert,  who  had  just  written  a  successful  cello 
concerto  and  who,  eight  years  later,  was  to  complete  his  most  enduring  work, 
Babes  in  Toyland.  Dvorak  was  much  taken  with  Herbert’s  cello  concerto  and 
began  to  work  on  his  own  cello  concerto.  Actually,  it  was  a  second  concerto,  but 
the  first  was  never  completed.  Though  largely  completed  while  living  in  America, 
it  was  clearly  full  of  nostalgia  for  his  homeland — no  New  World  concerto 
this — and  upon  returning  home  the  next  year,  Dvorak  set  about  to  complete  the 
concerto  and  see  it  performed.  Adding  to  the  nostalgia  of  the  work  was  the  news 
that  his  sister-in-law,  Josefina  Kaunitzova,  had  fallen  ill.  Josefina  had  been  a  piano 
student  of  Dvorak  thirty  years  earlier,  and  he  had  fallen  madly  in  love  with  her, 
but,  alas,  her  affections  were  not  returned.  Eventually,  Dvorak  married  Josefina’s 
sister,  but  this  news  clearly  shook  Dvorak,  and  though  they  hurried  home, 
Josefina  died  a  month  later.  After  her  death,  Dvorak  added  a  coda  to  the  last 
movement  of  the  concerto,  a  quiet  wistful  moment  where  he  quotes  Josefina’s 
favorite  song  that  he  had  composed  those  many  years  earlier,  interestingly  a  song 
titled  Leave  Me  Alone.  He  refused  a  request  from  the  publisher  to  instead  add  a 
cadenza  at  this  moment  in  the  movement  and  insisted  this  poignant  and  quiet 
reflection  had  to  remain.  This  turned  out  to  be  Dvorak’s  last  large  orchestral 
work  and  has  since  taken  its  place  as  the  greatest  cello  concerto  ever  written. 


Lynn  Harrell,  cello 

Lynn  Harrell  is  a  frequent  guest  of  many  leading  orchestras  including 
Chicago,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  San  Francisco,  Ottawa,  Pittsburgh,  and 
the  National  Symphony  In  Europe  he  partners  with  the  orchestras  of 
London,  Munich,  Berlin,  Dresden,  Leipzig,  Tonhalle,  and  Israel.  He  has 
also  toured  extensively  to  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Japan,  Korea,  Malaysia, 
Taiwan,  and  Hong  Kong.  He  regularly  collaborates  with  such  noted 
conductors  as  James  Levine,  Sir  Neville  Marriner,  Kurt  Masur,  Zubin 
Mehta,  Andre  Previn,  Sir  Simon  Rattle,  Leonard  Slatkin,  Yuri  Temirkanov, 
Michael  Tilson  Thomas,  and  David  Zinman. 

Recent  highlights  include  the  premiere  of  Augusta  Reed  Thomas’s  Cello 
Concerto  No.  3  with  the  Boston  Symphony  and  Christoph  Eschenbach, 
closing  the  Carnegie  Hall  and  Metropolitan  Opera  Orchestras  2013- 
14  season  alongside  James  Levine,  appearing  with  the  Los  Angeles 
Philharmonic  and  the  late  Rafael  Friihbeck  de  Burgos,  a  European  tour  with 
the  Gewandhaus  Leipzig  and  Riccardo  Chailly,  concerts  with  the  China 
Philharmonic  with  Jin  Belohlavek,  and  Sydney  Symphony. 

A  summer  festival  veteran,  Harrell  has  appeared  at  Verbier,  Grand  Teton, 
Tanglewood,  and  Aspen,  the  latter  relationship  spanning  more  than  sixty 
years,  and  where  his  2014  performance  reprised  the  Read  Thomas  Concerto. 

Upcoming  highlights  include  performances  with  symphonies  of  Detroit 
and  Atlanta  and  the  Seoul  Philharmonic,  a  tour  in  trio  with  Anne- Sophie 
Mutter  and  Yefim  Bronfman  in  both  North  America  and  Europe,  and  a  chair 
on  the  cello  panel  of  Moscow’s  International  Tchaikovsky  Competition, 
with  connecting  engagements  with  the  Mariinsky  Theatre  Orchestra  in 
Moscow  and  St.  Petersburg. 

A  majorly  accomplished  recording  artist,  Lynn  Harrell’s  extensive 
discography  of  more  than  30  recordings  include  the  complete  Bach  Cello 
Suites  (London/Decca)  and  two  Grammy  wins  with  Itzhak  Perlman  and 
Vladimir  Ashkenazy — in  1981  for  the  Tchaikovsky  Piano  Trio  and  in  1987 
for  the  complete  Beethoven  Piano  Trios  (both  Angel/EMI). 

Mr.  Harrell  plays  a  2008  Dungey  cello.  He  makes  his  home  in  Santa  Monica, 
California.

Kory  Katseanes,  conductor 

Professor  Katseanes  is  the  director  of  the  school  of  music  and  director 
of  orchestras  at  Brigham  Young  University.  As  director  of  orchestras  he 
oversees  the  orchestral  program  that  accommodates  nearly  400  students 
enrolled  in  the  five  university  orchestras  and  directs  the  graduate  orchestral 
conducting  program.  He  conducts  the  BYU  Philharmonic  and  the  BYU 
Chamber  Orchestra  in  their  campus  concerts,  throughout  Utah,  and  on 
their  regular  tours  throughout  the  world. 

Kory  Katseanes  is  a  native  of  Blackfoot,  Idaho,  and  moved  to  Salt  Lake 
City  in  1974  to  continue  his  education.  He  joined  the  Utah  Symphony  in 
1975  as  a  violinist,  and  served  as  assistant  conductor  from  1987  to  2002. 

He  appeared  regularly  on  the  Entertainment,  Youth,  and  Family  Series,  and 
played  a  significant  role  in  the  education  programs  of  the  Utah  Symphony 
during  that  time. 

He  is  a  frequent  guest  conductor  for  all-state  orchestras,  including  Arizona, 
Florida,  Idaho,  Illinois,  Kentucky,  New  Hampshire,  Tennessee,  Utah,  and 
Wyoming.  In  2008  he  received  the  Utah  ASTA  award  for  Music  Educator  of 
the  Year. 

He  and  his  wife,  Carolyn  (Landes),  are  the  parents  of  four  children.  He  is 
also  an  avid  golfer.

The  Sundance  Trio  was  formed  in  2005  to  explore  and  perform 
trios  written  for  oboe,  bassoon,  and  piano.  Based  in  Utah,  members 
of  the  trio  include  oboist  Geralyn  Giovannetti,  bassoonist 
Christian  Smith,  and  pianist  Jed  Moss.  Giovannetti  and  Smith 
are  faculty  colleagues  at  Brigham  Young  University  s  School  of 
Music  where  they  also  perform  together  in  the  resident  woodwind 
quintet,  Orpheus  Winds.  Moss  is  a  much  sought  after  solo  and 
collaborative  artist.  Together  the  trio  has  performed  throughout 
the  United  States  and  the  United  Kingdom  at  colleges,  chamber 
music  series,  and  at  conferences. 


The  trio  has  a  repertoire  of  more  than  fifty  works  and  actively  seeks 
to  encourage  new  compositions.  In  2007  the  Barlow  Endowment 
for  Music  Composition  awarded  the  Sundance  Trio  a  commission. 
The  resulting  work,  "Lyric  Essay”  by  Canadian  composer  Malcolm 
Forsyth,  premiered  at  the  2008  International  Double  Reed  Society 
conference.  In  2014  the  BYU  School  of  Music  commissioned  Utah 
composer  Alyssa  Morris  to  write  for  the  trio.  Her  composition, 

"Up  and  Away  (Story  of  a  Balloon)”  recently  premiered  in  New 
York  City  as  part  of  the  IDRS  Conference  held  at  NYU. 


In  2009  the  Sundance  Trio  released  its  debut  CD  recording  on 
the  Centaur  Records  label.  The  CD  includes  premiere  recordings 
of  works  by  American  composers  Margi  Griebling-Haigh  and 
David  Sargent.  A  review  by  the  IDRS  Journal  states,  "They  are 
truly  a  magnificent  ensemble.  Each  artist  is  a  talented  and  skillful 
musician,  and  since  they  have  performed  together  so  often,  their 
ensemble  playing  is  as  good  as  it  gets!  This  is  a  marvelous  CD — 
full  of  interesting,  new,  and  mostly  uplifting  music  for  an  oboe- 
bassoon-piano  ensemble.” 


T he  American  Record  Guide  wrote,  "Each  musician  brings 
understanding  of  the  works  and  performs  with  a  particular 
sensitivity  suited  to  the  other  performers”  and  the  Salt  Lake  Tribune 
wrote,  "The  ensemble  play  is  also  fabulous.  It  s  a  remarkable 
collaborative  effort  by  three  like-minded  musicians  who  are  equals 


in  musicality  and  technical  astuteness.  This  is  a  very  fine  album, 
both  in  the  performances  and  in  its  conception.”

DIRECTOR’S  NOTE 


What  began  as  a  few  songs  to  accompany  a  finger  puppet  play,  later 
evolved  into  Engelbert  Humperdincks  beloved  opera,  Hansel  und  Gretel. 
In  1890  Adelheid  Wette  asked  her  composer  brother,  Humperdinck,  to 
compose  some  songs  to  go  along  with  the  Christmas  play  she  had  written 
for  her  children.  Those  songs  then  developed  into  a  Singspiel  of  sixteen 
songs  with  spoken  dialogue,  on  the  libretto  of  Wette.  In  1893  the  full 
opera  of  Hansel  und  Gretel  premiered  in  Weimar,  under  the  baton  of 
Richard  Strauss. 

Loosely  based  upon  Grimms  fairy  tale,  Hansel  und  Gretel  has  maintained 
its  status  as  treasured  opera.  Humperdincks  music  creates  endearing 
characters  —  playful,  hungry  Hansel  and  imaginative,  if  somewhat  bossy, 
Gretel;  Father  and  Mother  who  are  tired  and  poor,  yet  echo  each  other  in 
their  vocalism  like  a  long-married  couple;  a  legendary  Witch  who  prides 
herself  on  her  cleverness  and  dainty  ways,  yet  evokes  humor  with  her 
jaunty  witches’  ride.  The  memorable  melodies  of  this  opera,  such  as  the 
Prayer,  have  left  audiences  humming  along  for  over  a  century.  Wette’s 
storyline  takes  you  from  the  tragedy  of  the  family’s  impoverished  plight, 
to  the  fright  and  humor  of  the  witch,  to  the  endearing  victory  of  the 
gingerbread  children. 

My  own  affection  for  Hansel  und  Gretel  began  as  a  teenager,  when  my 
sister  and  I  sang  the  title  roles  in  an  abridged  version  of  the  opera  with 
Opera  West  in  Provo.  Likewise,  I  came  to  love  the  tunes,  as  well  as 
collecting  fond  memories  of  performing  with  my  sister.  It  is  a  tale  of 
family,  and  the  unity  that  overcomes  the  challenges  of  life.  It  is  a  story  for 
all  ages,  and  our  hope  to  bring  families  of  all  ages  together  for  an  evening 
at  the  opera. 

SETTING:  1800’S,  HARZ  MOUNTAINS,  GERMANY 
ACT  I:  HOME 

Poor  and  starving,  Hansel  and  Gretel  tire  of  working  and  decide  to  dance 
instead.  They  hope  Mother  will  make  pudding  from  cream  they  got  from 
the  neighbor.  Mother  finds  the  children  playing;  she  furiously  tries  to 
whip  them,  knocking  over  the  pitcher  of  cream  in  the  process.  She  sends 
them  out  to  the  forest  to  pick  strawberries. 

Father  returns  after  a  successful  day  of  selling  brooms,  bringing  a  bag  full 
of  food.  At  Mother’s  news  that  Hansel  and  Gretel  are  in  the  woods,  he 
tells  the  haunting  tale  of  a  gobbling  witch  who  captures  children.  Mother 
and  Father  run  off  to  find  their  children! 


ACT  II:  THE  FOREST 


Hansel  and  Gretel  wander  in  the  woods.  After  eating  all  of  their 
strawberries,  they  are  terrified  to  find  they  are  lost.  Sandman  comes  to 
hush  them  to  sleep,  while  heavenly  angels  protect  them  through  the  night. 


ACT  III:  THE  WITCH’S  HOUSE 


Awakened  by  the  Dew  Fairy,  Hansel  and  Gretel  discover  a  magical  cottage 
made  of  cakes  and  candy!  Anxious  to  taste  the  treats,  they  are  surprised 
to  find  an  eccentric  witch  has  created  the  house!  Captured  by  her  magic, 
Hansel  discovers  the  Witch’s  plot  to  bake  them  both  into  Gingerbread. 

He  then  helps  Gretel  overthrow  the  Witch  by  casting  her  into  the  oven 
instead.  Rejoicing,  they  are  surprised  to  be  surrounded  by  numerous 
other  children  who  had  been  captured.  The  spell  is  broken  and  all  are 
free!  Mother  and  Father  find  the  children  and  the  family  embraces  in  a 
happy  reunion,  singing,  “When  past  bearing  is  our  grief,  God  the  Lord 
will  send  relief!”
